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Summary 

New  orders  for  manufactured  goods  in  June  increased 
$12.0  billion  or  5.5  percent  from  May  to  $229.8  billion. 
The  durable  goods  sector  accounted  for  most  of  the  June 
gain,  increasing  $10.8  billion  or  9.4  percent  to  $125.9 
billion,  revising  the  earlier  reported  8.8  percent  increase. 
Both  defense  shipbuilding  and  defense  and  nondefense 
aircraft  and  parts  were  up  sharply.  Orders  for  nondurable 
goods  in  June  increased  $1.2  billion  or  1.2  percent  to 
$103.9  billion. 

Shipments  of  manufactured  goods  in  June  increased  $3.2 
billion  or  1.5  percent  to  $220.6  billion.  Over  half  of  the 
increase  was  in  the  durables  sector,  up  $1.9  billion  or  1.6 
percent  to  $116.6  billion.  Shipments  of  nondurable  goods 
were  up  $1.3  billion  or  1.2  percent  to  $104.0  billion. 

Unfilled  orders  in  June  increased  $9.2  bilMon  or  2.2 
percent  to  $428.1  billion,  the  largest  one-month  increase 
since  the  2.8  percent  increase  in  March  1984.  The  value  of 
manufacturers'  inventories  in  June  increased  $1.5  billion  or 
0.4  percent  to  $344.8  billion,  following  a  0.7  percent 
increase  in  May.  Inventories  have  been  growing  steadily 
since  March  1987  when  they  were  valued  at  $320.0  billion. 
The  inventory  to  shipments  ratio  for  June  was  1.56,  down 
from  1.58  in  May. 

New  Orders 

The  increase  in  durable  goods  orders  in  June  of  9.4 
percent  was  the  largest  since  the  10.9  percent  gain  in 
December  1982.  The  increase  in  June  orders  was  concentrated 
in  the  transportation  equipment  industry,  up  $10.1  billion 
or  35.9  percent  to  $38.2  billion.  Aircraft  and  parts 
increased  $5.2  billion  to  $12.9  billion  and  shipbuilding  and 
tanks  $4.6  billion  to  $5.2  billion. 

The  increase  in  nondurable  goods  new  orders  of  1.2 
percent  was  concentrated  in  the  foods,  apparel,  paper,  and 
petroleum  product  industries. 


Shipments 

The  1.6  percent  increase  in  shipments  of  durable  goods 
reflected  widespread  gains;  the  largest  were  in 
transportation  equipment  and  nonelectrical  machinery. 
Transportation  equipment  increased  $0.6  billion  or  2.1 
percent  to  $29.7  billion;  the  aircraft  and  motor  vehicles 
industries  accounted  for  most  of  the  gain. 

Nonelectrical    machinery    increased    $0.6    billion    or   2.8  ■ 
percent    to    $20.6    billion,    with    the    largest    gain    in   office 
and    computing   equipment.      The    largest   decline    in   shipments 
was     in     electrical     machinery,     down     $0.3     billion     or     1.4 
percent  to  $19.9  billion. 

Over  half  of  the  increase  in  nondurable  goods  shipments 
of  1.2  percent  was  in  the  foods  industry,  up  $0.7  billion  or 
2.4  percent  to  $30.6  billion.  Apparel,  paper  and  petroleum 
products  were  also  up. 

Unfilled  Orders 

The  2.2  percent  increase  in  unfilled  orders  of 
manufacturers  resulted  mostly  from  the  large  increase  in 
transportation  equipment  of  $8.5  billion  or  4.5  percent  to 
$196.9  billion.  The  orders  backlog  for  nonelectrical 
machinery  increased  $0.9  billion  or  1.5  percent  to  $60.7 
bil 1  ion. 

The  orders  backlog  for  nondurable  goods  declined  $0.1 
billion  or  0.6  percent  to  $13.4  billion. 

Inventories 

Both  the  durable  and  nondurable  goods  sectors  had 
inventory  increases.  Durables  were  up  $0.8  billion  or  0.4 
percent  to  $224.3  billion  and  nondurables  $0.7  billion  or 
0.6  percent   to  $120.4  billion. 

The  increase  in  inventories  in  June  was  mostly  in 
materials  and  supplies,  up  0.7  percent,  and  finished  goods 
up  0.6  percent;  work   in  process  was  virtually  flat.

Nondefense  capital  goods  include  machinery,  except  electrical  (excluding  farm  machinery  and  equipment  and  machine  shops);  electrical  machinery  (excluding 
household  appliances,  radio  and  TV,  and  electronic  components);  railroad  equipment;  and  the  nondefense  portions  of  ordnance;  communication  equipment;  air- 
craft and  aircraft  parts;  and  shipbuilding,  converting  and  repairing. 

Defease  capital  gooda  include  ordnance,  communication  equipment,  aircraft  and  aircraft  parts,  and  shipbuilding  converting  and  repairing.   The  defense 
data  are  comparable  to  those  published  annually  in  the  MA-175,  Shipments  to  Federal  Government  Agencies.
